Officers’ 1 and I-JCO school in Stolp, The school was located in the northern town 
sector, on the east bank of the Stolpe River* and included the former Lessing 
Schule* It was attended by 700 to BOO Polish officer and ECO candidates all of 
whom wore blue-grey uniforms with blue-grey epaulets « The uniform coat was worn 
i-vith the collars turned open* HCO candidates had epaulets either without insignia 
or with a ICMnm crossbar,, The rhombic collar patches v/ere somewhat darker than

In the fall of 1950* the new Polish Army uniform was seen on Polish troops in 
the new barracks installation on the north side of the road to Gumbinnen (P 
55/K 08) o The uniform consisted of an olive-drab coat with epaulets to natch* 
long black trousers with a broad yellow stripe along the leg' seams* a brown ~ 
belt j. and an atlve-drab service cap with a black leather visor* a red band 
end* above the visor* rank insignia consisting of silver stripes, each about 
20 x p Emu Also blue service color was observed with the troops in the new 
barracks installation* (3) 
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An AM range was located near f-tolprcaende on the west bank of the Gtolpc River*
